THE SITUATION ABOUT PHILADELPHIA. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 2.—A mill to mill 
canvass in the textile districts of Kensing- 
ton; Frankford, Fairmont, Manyunk and 
Germantown has been made. In all about 
120 mills were visited. These are about one- 
sixth of the total number of textile mille in 
Philadelphia. It was found that ofa total of 
nearly 80,000 normally employes in the 120 
mills only a few more than 6,000 are at work. 
In sixty mills of Kensington 12,762are unem- 
ployed, while 1,670 are working on from full 
time down to half tithe. Counting the 
average weekly earnings per man at $7, 
$89,884 is kept from circulation each week 
through the idleness of these 12,761 men. 
In seventeen Fairmont mills, 8,785 are un- 


employed and 1,983 working on full or part 
time. The wage loss there is put at $30,850. 
In twenty-six Manyunk mills. 2, 614 are idle 
and 1,836 report for duty. The estimated 
loss there is 521.900 a week. In the German- 
town mills, 1,845 men were laid off. while 667 
have employment. The decrease in pay rolls 
is $14,700. Of 1,300 Frankford employes 300 
only are at work. The money loss pay 
alone is put at $9,100. 

This makes a total joss in the districts 
named of $165,664 every week. 
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ROLL TURNERS WILL BREAK AWAY. 

PITTSBURG, Fa., Oct. 2.—The first steps 
were taken in Piftsburg yesterday in a move- 
ment among the roll turners to break away 
from the Amalgamated Association of Iron 
and Steel Workers. Ninety-flve men from 
all parts of the country were present at the 
secret meeting and a preliminary organiza- 
tion was effected. The roll turners are the 
most skilful workers in a rolling mill, as the 
entire product of a plantis affected by the 
accuracy of their work. The roll turners 
were among the first trades to enter the 
Amalgamated Association ranks, but they 
claim it has not worked to their advantage 
and their wage scale is being violated. Alto- 
gether there are 2,000 of the craft in the 
United States. Another meeting will be held 
in Pittsburg on Oct.15, at which it is expected 
a national organization will be formed with 
headquarters located in this city. 


MINERS OUT AT BEVIER. 

BEVIER, Mo., Oct. 2.—This is the day the 
Bevier miners demanded an answer from the 
coal operators to their request for the regu- 
lar winter rate of 60 cents per ton for mining 
coal and the restoration of the seml- monthly 
pay system. No definite answer having as 
yet been made by the operators to the men, 
1,000 are out this morning, and will not re- 
turn to work until a concession to their de- 
mands is made. The operators claim if their 
customers, the railroads, grant the usual 
winter advance they can afford to pay min- 
ers the 60 cents asked, but it will necessitate 
an advance of from l5to 80 cents per day to 
all the drivers and day men, and the plants 
cannot be run to a profit on this basis. The 
miners are holding a meeting this morning. 
Earnest efforts will be made to effect an ad- 
justment,

RAIN IN JAPAN. © 


Natives Try to Bring 
Showers Down. 


During the summer season in Japan 
droughts are very frequent, and the rice 
fields, before so beautiful, presenting as they 
Go all the different shades of green imagina- 
ble, gradually lose their brilliancy of color, 
turn yellow and parchéd, and threaten the 
total destruction of thé crop. Not u does 
the rice suffer, but the wells dry up and 


necessitate the carrying of waterfrom long 
distances. Soa droughtin Japan is, indeed, 
a great calamity. 

After waiting and hoping in vain fora 
downfall of rain, the people turn en masse to 
evoke the power of their deities to send them 
the saving showers. A procession is formed 
of perhaps 200 men, all nearly naked, who, 
carrying straw emblems reptpganting the 
sun with rain pouring from it, with long 
streamers gts prayers written on them 
fiyinginthe wind, proceed to the nearest 
river or bay, where the whole company wade 
into the water until they are waisi-deep and 
surrounding the emblems pray aloud and 
throw water on the images with both hands. 

After doing this several times the proces- 
sion is re-formed, when it proceeds to the 
temple to pray again. This ceremony Is re- 
peated several times, and should the rain 
come in abundance Pow are Offered in 
thanksgiving; should it be only a shower 
they blame themselves for not having prayed 
fervently enough, and continue their devo- 
tions until a downpour takes place. 

Another form of devotion for the same pur- 

se takes place at nightfall, when a long 
boat is filled with men and paddied swiftly 
across the harbor, accompanying the prayers 
by the regular beatings of tom-toms and 
gongs. Sometimes at night, away down the 
bay, may be heard the weird sound of the 
tom-toms and the voices of the men.

dle that he will ever assume tbe reins of gov- 
ernment. His son, Franz Ferdinand, is 
therefore every where regarded — 1 — future 
ror of Austria and King o ungary. 
—— of this opinion is the fact that 
he has been honored by the crowned heads of 
Europe with decorations of the highest 
orders of nobility. Although only 29 years of 
age he isa general in the army of Austria 
and also in the armies of Russia and of the 
rman Empire. 
Frans Ferdinand was born in 1863 in Gratz, 
Styria, the Archduke Carl Ludwig being Gov- 
ernor of the provinces at that parte his 
tutors were mostly officers of the highest no- 
bility, and he was graduated from their tul- 
tion to become a lieutenant tn the Fourth 
Dragoons, which was stationed at Weis, Up- 
per Austria. His companions in garrison 
were chosen from the rollicking set, and 
„wine, women and song’’ soon threatened 
to wreck his career, as they had that of many 
a prince before him. The Archduke Otho, 
his younger brother, was also an omcer in 
the dragoons, and the scandals associated 
with his name were of so much more serious 
a nature that Franz Ferdinand escaped cen- 
sure in a measure because of the graver 
offenses of his brother. 

Those who have met him describe the fu- 
ture Emperor as a surly man of overbearing 
manners and much density of mind. In Vi- 
enna he is said to be without a friend in the 
world. Heisas unpopular in the Austrian 
capital as his uncle, the Emperor, is idolized. 
He has none of the amiability or suavity of 
the latter and has been boycotted socially 
more than once, 

His favorite amusement is hunting, and he 
likes to get into the cab of a locomotive and 
drive the engine. e is a powerful 6-footer, 
tall and well proportioned, with a brisk, de- 
termined manner. He rarely smiles, but 
when something has amused him has been 
Known to break out into a loud guffaw. 

One of the aireful results of the tragedy at 
Meyverling, when Prince Rudolph committed 
suicide, was that it cast the line of succes- 
sion upon Francis Ferdinand. From a mere 
nobody who was much despised he at once 
became a person of importance, and it was 


boped that this new position would effect 
some 


marked improvement. in nls manner 
and conduct. This trip, it is said, was part 
Fa scheme to wake up the mind of the 
future Emperor. It was — * he might 
see something that wonld set him thinking, 
that he might ask questions and gain infor- 
mation, and that travel in foreign parts 
would do what society and education had 
failed to do—make hima man of cultivation 
and usefulness.

The Empress Elizabeth, it is said, has for- 
bidden Francis Ferdinand ever to approach 
her or address her when court eticuette ne- 
cessitates their meeting. Franz von Este, 
as he is called, has more than once prophe- 
sied what his conduct would be were he upon 
tne throne. He told one Vienna diplomat 
that absolutism was the one form of gov- 
ernment sanctioned by God. This theory 
excited remark, andit was predicted that if 
he attempted to put his ideas info practice 
when he came into his inheritance the great 
Empire over which his uncle presides would 
go to piecos. 

In November the Austrian heir was seri- 
ously tll. It was thought for atime he was 
going to die. It was said that his death would 
not have been mourned by the Austrians 
were it not for the fact that his brother, 
Otho, who is next in the line of succession, 1s 
in Sve eraeter disgrace and more openly de- 
tested by the people. Otho bas been banished 
from the court for years. The final escapade 
which led to his banishment was when he 
commanded some or his subaltern officers to 
enter the apartment where his wife was 
sleeping. Otho’s name was removed from the 
army list. He revenged himself by emptying 
a pot of spinach over a marble bust of the 
Emperor. Othois by long odds the most un- 
popular man in Austria.

One of the 
latest was that the young widow of the late 
Crown Prince was the object of his personal 
choice.

WILL ADOPT SOCIALISM. 


Lawrence Gronland Thinks the Doctrine 
Will Prevailin the United States. 


Lawrence Gronland, the well-known 
apostle of Socialism, will address a meeting 
ofthe trades and labor unions at Central 
Turner Hall to-night. Mr. Grontand is a 
Dane by birth anda man of education and 
great personal magnetism. When seen 
by a PostT-DISPATCH representative to-day 


he stated that he is now seeing disciples 
with whom he hopes to bring the world 
around. to tis ethical soclajism. He was 
asked: ‘‘What is the socialist idea? rue 
Soctaltsts,’” he answered, appreciate the 
fact that under present conditions it is im- 

ssible for us to lead moral lives; society 
tself actually tempts us into immoral 
courses, and I often wonder why there are 
so many good men. We believe that when 
our ideal is realized it wili not only be possi- 
ble for us to be moral, but our very environ- 
ments will teach us morality. The idolatry 
of license isnot identified with socialism, 
and instead of being irreligious I claim that 
it will restore to Christianity its former in- 
fluence. I firmly believe socialism will pre- 
vail peacefully by thy ballot and without 
confiscation. Suppose that our ideas 
should be — and a Socialist 
President should bea electea on 
a platform demanding that private con- 
trol should be changed to public control. 
It might take more than one turn to com- 
plete the change and agriculture would be 
the last industry soctalized, being the least 
developed. Ifirmly believe that the social- 
ist cause will be saved by the United States 
in this century as the Republican cause was 
a century ago.

PLANS DRAWN LAST DECEMBER.

addition drawn up. Matters got no further 
than this stage. hen the time for appro- 
riating the money arrived the committee 
ound the fund was not large 
enough to go round and the shaw 
School was left out in the cold. The 
excuse given was that the district in which 
the Shaw School lies had received a fair 
slice of the fund the year previous by the 
building of the Adams school. Plans and 
specifications for a $85,000 addition to the 
new Adams School were drawn up simulta- 
neously with the Shaw School ns. The 
fact that the district needed $4,800 after hav- 
ing received a large sum the year previous 
seems to be the peculiar reason why it was 
disregarded in apportioning the fund, 
The state of affairs at the Shaw School is 
an aggravated instance growing out of the 
resent overcrowded condition of the school. 
he situation is of such a nature that some 
solution must be found outside of what mea - 
ger provision has been made by the Bullding 
Committee to meet the difficulty. 


DELAY OF ADDITIONS, 
The amount appropriated for new buildings 
during the current year was $174,000, which 
has resulted in the addition of the new 


rooms. A great many of these will not be 
ready for scholastic purposes before the 
middle of this month. From the increased 
enroliment for the year this provision is to- 
tally inadequate. 

The number of scholars enrolied at the end 
of the first week of school in September, 1892, 
was 48,818. The enrollment at the same time 
this year was 53,286, showing an increase of 
4,468 pupils. Allowing an average of 
fifty pupils to a room, the increased enroll- 
ment would call for at least ninety new 
rooms. Theincrease made will accommo- 
date 1,800 pupils, leaving over 2,500 children 
uprovided for.

m., and the afternoon session shall commence at 
12:30 o'clock p. m., closing at 4:30 o’clock p. m.

Inthe other physical attributes I 
think all who sawthe fight will say that I 
proved my superiority. Knowing that Dixon 
would come at me I had studied out a plan of 
action. It was not to retreat, but simply 
duck, parry and step out of harm’s way when 
he shot out his ‘wonderful left’ and follow- 
ing it with one of his circular right-hand 

swings. That method of procedure I only in- 
tended to follow the first round so as to size 

up my adversary’s reach and ability to ‘get 
there.’ After that I meant to meet him every 

time, and I think the public will admit I suc- 

ceeded in doing so. When Dixon would lead 

with that long left of his instead of stepping 
back I would step forward quickly and 

counter him. The colored boy is a round- 

handed hitter, the same as John L. Sullivan 

and disciples of his school. Ion the contrary 
hit out as straight as it is possible for a man 
to do, and the result was that my bidw would 

reach its destination first. That stands to 
reason, as itis a simple geometric proposi - 

tion that a straight line is the shortest dis- 
tance between two points and to describe a 
curve certainly takes longer than it does to 
draw a straight line. I have always main- 
tained that any good, clever man of Dixon’s 
height, weight and reach, who would pursue 
these tactics, must whitp Dixon, but the 
trouble was that almost every man who has 
ever faced him bas been half frightened to 
death before the battle began. When Dixon 
would rush at them they would invariably 
retreat and it would only be a question of 
time when the colored chap would cut them 
to pieces.
